Another time he came to Washing- 
tion and threw the District Building 
into an uproar when he calmly walked 
in, announced his name, said he was 
a leper and wanted to give up. He 
told district physicians he was will- 
ing to return to Carville, whence he 
had escaped, or go elsewhere for treat- 
ment. 

Hailing Early’s case as another tri- 
umph in modern medicine, the Public 
Health Service’ announcement sclen- 
tifically said “his leprosy has been ar- 
rested.” 

It was added there Is little danger of 
| @ relapse, as only one leper discharged 
\. from Carville since 1921 has suffered 
@ recurrence of the disease.

Siren Aboard hisglene 
Turns on Ground Lights 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 18 
Demonstration of a siren, sounded 
on an airplane in flight, turning 
on flood lights at an airport, was 
made at Bettis Field here today by 
engineers of the Westinghouse 
Electric & Manufacturing Co., who 
sald the device would undoubtedly 
prove a great aid to night flying. 

Sound waves from the siren, 
which is operated by a wind motor 
and turned on or off at the will 
of the aviator, are picked up on the 
ground by an electrical “ear” and 
transmitted to an apparatus that 
turns on the flood lights, the engi- 
neers explained. 

Experiments with the device were 
started more than a year ago. At 
first, sound waves from the motor 
were depended upon to operate the 
ground apparatus, This was found 
unsatisfactory, however, and the 
siren was substituted.

With a ruling pending on a motion 
for a directed verdict of not guilty, the 
trial of Robert W. Stewart on charges 
of perjury arising from testimony given

Asked by Justice Bailey if any harm 
had been done by Stewart's alleged 
false answers, Rover declared that the 
Senate committee had been “thwarted 
and frustrated” for a period of two 
months in its efforts to disclose the 
distribution of the Liberty bond oil 
profits of the Continental Trading Co., 
Ltd., of Canada. 

The indictment charged that Stew- 
art committed perjury by denying that 
he knew anything of the distribution 
of these bonds and that he received 
any of the bonds himself.

That duty is to provide 
for suitable defense, to ratify the Kel- 
logg treaty, and to make sure that any 
further overtures for limitation of 
armaments shall be made in good faith. 


“RESPONSIBLE” BIDDERS. 


The Comptroller General's decision that the 
Treasury Department may reject the lowest 
bid for erecting a structure in the $50,000,000 
Federal building program if, judged by certain 
rules that he sets down, it does not appear that 
the bidder is responsible, is of the utmost 
importance. Heretofore all departments of 
the Government have had to accept the lowest 
responsible bid.for goods or services, and 
there has been no definition of the word “re- 
sponsible.”” The classic example of what may 
transpire under such an arrangement is pro- 
vided by the District 1927 automobile license 
incident. All of the bids received except one 
specified a price of approximately 14 cents a 
pair. A Chicago firm, however, bid 11.5 
cents, and although it was apparent that the 
bid was too low to make a profit possible, the 
bidder had induced a member of Congress 
to testify that he was responsible, and the 
District had to give him the order. He failed 
to make good his contract, and it was late 
spring before the last of the 1927 tags were 
distributed. 
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teen months 24 patients have been discharged 
as recovered or ‘‘arrested”’ from the National 
Leper Home, and during the past year “‘micro- 
scopic tests of Early’s blood and fissues have 
been negative for the leprosy bacillus.”

THE GASOLINE TAX, 


The extent to which the automobile, the 
truck and the tractor have conquered America 
is admirably shown in the recent report on 
gasoline sales and gasoline taxes published by 
the Bureau of Public Roads of the Department 
of Agriculture. In 46 States and the District 
of Columbia a total of 4,652,393,535 gallous of 
gasoline was sold from January 1 to June 30 
of the present year, showing an 
nearly 700,000,000 gallons 
ponding period of 1927. The tax on these 
huge sales produced a revenue of $140,635.398, 
this amount being a gain of more than $39, 
000,000 over the first six months of last year.

chafe, for it shows that the great bulk of the 
fund so realized has been spent to insure their 
safety, their comfort and their convenience. 
No smaller amount of the tax proceeds than 
$95,849,113 was allocated to construction and 
maintenance of State roads, $29,557,416 to 
local roads,:-and $5,630,668 to interest and 
premium payments on both State and country 
roads.

Men who 
temporarily direct the policies of their 
governments have entered into agree- 
ments, partly secret, having for their 
Dbject the supremacy of the British navy 
and the French army, it absolute disre- 
gard of any honest rule of limitation of 
These agreements having 
been exposed and denounced by the peo- 
ple of Great Britain, the British govern- 
ment drops them, or tries to do so; but 
tt appears that the French government 
holds Britain to its agreement in respect 
* the increase of French military power. 
* British public opinion greatly regrets 
the impairment of confidence that now 
marks the relations between Britain and 
The reasons for this 
loss of confidence are clear. They are 
¢aused by the failure of British authori- 
fies to keep good faith with the United’ 
States. When it was agreed in Washing- 
ton in 1922 that the spirit of the arms 
limitation treaty contemplated parity of 
naval strength as between the United 
it was not 
dreamed by Americans that Great Brit- 
ain would immediately begin to build 
farge cruisers, of battleship speed and 
effectiveness, and thus reestablish Brit- 
tsh sea supremacy. President Coolidge 
was faced with the alternative of build- 
ing up the American fleet or inviting the 
sea powers to make genuine limitation 
effective. He chose the latter alternative 
and called the Geneva conference. There 
his proposal to restore British-American 
aval parity was rejected. Later the 
Franco-British accord was reached, hav- 
ing for its object the permanent inferior- 
ity of the United States Navy as com- 
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in the program of adopting the common sense 
principles of proper business management to 
the Government. It will assist materially in 
making possible a building program satisfac- 
tory both to the Government and the contract- 
ing industry. It will be reflected.in improved 
efficiency in every department and activity of 
the Government, both locally and throughout 
the country. 


TEARING UP STREETS. 

Having reached the stage where newly laid 
pavement is torn up within twelve hours after 
it has been opened to traffic, the District gov- 
ernment has finally taken steps to *“‘coordin:te” 
itself, so that permits to cut into sidewalks 
and pavements shall have some relation to the 
public convenience. The tearing up of pave- 
ments, without regard to street repair work 
newly completed, has been a cause of complaint 
in this city for many years. Coordination 
should have been effected long ago; but public 
convenience was the last consideration. 

The District government should compel 
utilities companies, plumbers, and builders to 
take note of street repair plans and govcurn 
their own work accordingly. By grouping 
private and semiprivate excavations the streets 
can be kept free for considerable periods for 
traffic, whereas under the present anarchy the 
city’s traffic is held up while gas and water 
mains, plumbing repairs and building exten- 
sions are permitted to block the streets at the 
whim of private parties. 

it is the duty of the District government to 
protect the public first. Public utility aggres- 
sions against ‘public traffic and safety have 
reached an intolerable point. These-operations 
should be grouped so that during a part of the 
time, at least, the public will have access to 
its streets. 


JOHN EARLY THE LEPER. 


The name of John Early will go down in 
history as another of those men who, either 
voluntarily or unwillingly, have aided ma- 
terially in the advancement of medical science. 
It was something like fifteen years ago that the 
people of Washington were startled by the 
announcement that a leper, John Early, was 
at large in the city. At that time there was 
no law authorizing the Public Health Service 
to take over the care of lepers. Early was 
confined in a small isolated building on the 
Eastern Branch, from which he subsequently 
escaped. In 1917 Congress conferred upon 
the Public Health Service the control of per- 
sons known to be afflicted with the disease, 
and for two years that service, after Early had 
been apprehended, held him in confinement at 
the quarantine station at Port Townsend. Later 
he became a patient in the National Leper 
Home at Carville, La., where he has been under 
treatment ever since except when he surrepti- 
tiously left the home and traveled where he 
chose. It was during one‘ of these periodical 
absences that: he last visited Washington and 
remained some time in his “home,” on the 
Eastern Branch. But he was taken back to 


Louisiana in spite of the appeals of his fellow, 


citizens of North Carolina that he ‘be allowed 
to remain on his own farm. 
The wisdom of the law officers who were 


compelled to deny the appeal now becomes 


manifest, for the service is able to announce 
that through the constant application of,chaul- 
moogra oil internally and externally Early is 
today absolutely free of the disease. Nor is 
that all. The Public Health Service in a bulle- 
tin just issued says that during the last six- 
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the counsel issued a report having to do with 
unified practice in traffic control, and in the 
report it made the assertion that some cities 
are making fundamental] mistakes in install- 
ing street traffic signs, signals and markings 
by placing traffic control devices without ade- 
quate study of the conditions they are calcu- 
lated to improve. 

If the reports of police authorities who have 
examined the new installation of traffic lights 
in Rhode Island avenue are to be believed, the 
local traffic department has made just such 
a mistake. Three responsible officials of the 
Police Departmént have characterized the in- 
‘“‘unsatisfactory, confusing 
dangerous.” At Q, R, S and T streets, 
intersection with Rhode Island avenue 
such a sharp angle that every motorist sees 
simultaneously two opposing signals, 
chooses the one he: wants to obey. Thus the 
way is open for fatal accidents. The Police 
Department, through Maj. Hesse, recommends 
that the siguals be removed and that a system 
of one-way streets be substituted. 

If the lights are confusing and dangerous 
they should be taken down forthwith. 
The Rhode Island avenue signals, 
of providing protection to motorists, seem to 
be so located as to lead the unwary directly 

into the path of danger.

GRAVELLY POINT. 

Anthony Fokker, airplane designer and 
manufacturer, believes that Gravelly Point is 
wholly suitable for a great commercial] airport. 
He hopes that Washington will lose no time 
in constructing an airport that will be a model 
for the world. Speaking before the weekly 
forum luncheon at the City Club last week, he 
detailed what facilities, in his opinion, a tmod- 
ern airport should offer. It is essential, he 
said, that there be runways so constructed that 
aircraft can land from every direction, and 
that there be separate runways for landing and 
taking off. The modern airport should be used 
as a terminal, with joy-riding and sight-seeing 
flights prohibited therefrom, and with servic- 
ing and repairing done at other fields. Will- 
iam P. MacCracken, jr., Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce for Aviation, who also addressed 
the meeting, insisted that an airport for Wash- 
ington is not only the concern of Congress and 
the District government, but of Capital business 
men as well. 

The matter of.developing Gravelly Point into 
a first-class airport should be pushed before 
Congress this winter. Apparently opposition 
to the selection of this site has iargely died 
out. No other site suggested held the advan- 
tages of Gravelly Point; no other could be 
developed into as fine an airport at the same 
cost. Development of Gravelly Point, however, 
will cost several million dollars, and since 
establishment of an airport will be of benefit 
to the Federal Government as well] as to the 
District government and local business men, 
Congress should be glad to contribute an 
equitable proportion of the cost. 

Today planes are flying on regular schedule 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and from the 
Canadian border to the Gulf. Commercial 
aviation no longer is a dream, but has become 
a reality. Everywhere cities are engaged upon 
airport building projects so that commerce ‘of 
the air will not.be diverted from their doors. 
Washington will suffer in years to come if the 
construction of a satisfactory airport is delayed. 
Every effort should be bent toward getting 
through the forthcoming Congress legislation 
necessary to start the development of Gravelly 
Point.

“Survivors” of the Custer Battle. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: In! 


the 52 years since the 


Little Bie Horn (June 25-26, 1876) 
there have appeared, I belleve, as many 
as fifteen 


“survivors” of the massacre 


on Custer Field. No one acquainted 
with the details of that battle can give 
the slightest credence to the state- 
ments of any of these men. 
are as well known 


as they probably 


ever will be; and they leave no room 


for the possibility that any survivor 


escaped. The story of Curly, the Crow 
scout, once accepted generally, has 
been entirely discredited by the testi- 
mony of his fellow scouts, both Crows 
and Airkaras. 

On the other part of the field—that 
is, on Reno Hill, where the commands 
of Reno and Benteen held out until 
the arrival of Terry and Gibbon—there 
were more than 300 survivors. Some 
of them—probably fifteen or sixteen— 
are still living. At the fiftieth annil- 
versary of the battle, in June, two 
years ago, I talked with several. The 
most noted among them is Brig. Gen. 
Edward S. Godfrey (retired), ‘then a 
lieutenant in command of K Troop in 
Benteen’s Battalion. By his numerous 
contributions to the subject he has 
done more than any other man, liv- 
ing or dead, to give us an exact under- 
Standing of that tragic encounter. 

These men are, of course. “survivors 
of the Custer battle,” but they are not 
survivors of the battle on Custer Field. 
Only one of them, a private, suffering 
from an unfortunate delusion, makes 
any pretense of having been on Custer 
Field during the battle. Any other 
person now or in earlier times pro- 
fessing to have survived that part of 
the battle must be put down as an im- 
postor. There was no survivor.

Night of Fire Predicted 
For Earth in 1932 or ’33 


Prof. C. P. Olivier Finds 


Leonids are Back on Old 


Course, and That World Will Pass Through Meteor- 
Storm Rivaling Display of November, 1833. 


Philadelphia Nov. 18 (UP.).—Bril- 
liant specks in the sky this week that 
marked the earth’s passage through the 
path of the Leonid meteors indicate 
that the earth probably will witness a 
“night of fire” in 1932 or 1933, Prof. 
Charles P. Olivier said today. 

Prof. Olivier observed the meteors 
this week to see if there was an in- 
crease over last year which would in- 
dicate that the Leonids were approach- 
ing a maximum within five years. He 
said that his observations had led him 
to believe that the night of November 
12, 1833, would be duplicated. On that 
night the sky was ablaze with meteors. 
Many thought the earth was coming to 
anend. More than 25,000 meteors were 
seen by a single observer in Europe. 

The professor is president of the 
American Meteor Society and a member 
of the University of Pennsylvania fac- 
ulty at the Flower Observatory at Upper 
Darby. 

Data on the meteors collected all 
over the United States and Canada by 
meteor observers will be sent to the 
president of the society, who will tabu- 
late it 1 an effort to give complete 
data to astronomers, who will calcu- 
late the mathematics of the 1932 or 
1933 display. That will give scientists 
the exact data on which to predict ap- 
proximately how the earth will react 
to the meteors then. 


The meteors, which always appear in 
the middle of November, ride out of the 
constellation of Leo—the Lion. They 
crash into the earth's atmosphere at 
an estimated speed of 44 miles a second, 
the professor said. 


Because of their speed, the meteors 
are “burned out” before they could pos- 
Sibly reach the earth, Prof, Olivier ex- 
plained. He said that once in a while 
they become fire balls, meteors that 
reach within 60 to 40 miles of the 
earth and have the brilliance of a pale 
moon on a clear summer night. 

The others are burned to nothing itn 
the rare gases more than 60 miles above 
the earth's surface. 

“The Leonids have a brother and sis- 
ter relationship with Tempel'’s comet,” 
the professor explained. “They probably 
both had a common parent. They both 
have a circuit around the sun of 33 
years.’ 

Possibility that vhe Leonids might 
never again enter the earth's atmos- 
phere in large groups was feared after 
the planet Jupiter, the sky monarch, 
“pulled” the meteors out of their course 
in 1899, the year that the earth would 
have passed through the thickest por- 
tion of the meteors, This year's dygplay 
indicated that other forces had righted 
the influences of Jupiter and the Leo- 
nids were back in their normal course 
of 1833.

The authors of mystery melodrama 
from time immemorial seem to have 
adhered to a sort of formula to govern 


all things in the stages devoted to 
green lights and high-pitched feminine 
shrillings. Thus, when the eminent 
John G, Brandon and George Pickett 
sat themselves down to write “The 
Silent House,” now current at Poli’s 
theater, they had recourse to all the 
stock tricks of the trade—a locale in a 
deserted London mansion, a battalion 
of Chinese gentlemen, and a few in- 
struments of torture thrown in by way 
of diversion. 

“The Silent House,” frankly, is not a 
mystery melodrama in the true sense 
of the title. More is it of the school 
that turned out “The Gorilla,” with 
fully two acts devoted to comedy of 
the frantic variety. But for all this 
it is good theatrical fare and amply 
pays the customer in search of an 
am‘ising evening. 

The story opens with a bit of weird 
pantomime, introducing a gentleman 
butler in the act of murder. Then the 
lights go on and an Englishman of 
the American-idea steps out into the 
glare to start things going. The play, 
itself, is novel enough, having to do 
with the disappearance of a gem, a bit 
of Chinese intrigue developed in its 
recovery, and a third act that makes 
recompense in action for what the oth- 
ers lack. 

The play moves along swiftly. Open- 
in, with somewhat of a slow motif, 
graduating in speed and sweeping 
along to a climax for the excitement 
meted to the cash customers measures 
up favorably with the’ mystery plays of 
the last few years. 

There are several outstanding char- 
acterizations in “The Silent House.”’ 
Notable is the Chinese interpretation 
of John Nicholson. who as Dr. Chan- 
Pu, is really all that could be asked 
for. Vernon Kelso is given the por- 
trayal of the gentleman who inherits 
the “Silent House,” and Allen Atwell 
as Ho-Fang acquits himself nobly. The 
English burlesque of Arthur Treacher 
is an abomination And Kathleen Rob- 
inson, farmed out to the small part 
of T’Mala, is on hand when needed, 
but is given small opportunity to dis- 
play her wares. Others in the cast in- 
clude Stanley Harrison, the butler; 
Thomas Bate, Preston Foster, Harry 
Sothern and Luis Alberni. 

To sum up the whole affair, “The 
Silent House” is entertaining theatri- 
cal fare. Good diversion and well worth 
looking over.

Police reporters and those who cover 
the courts seldom go to the theater, 
save to se@ee musical comedies, bur- 


lesque and the like. So far as drama 
is concerned, they find all they want 
of that in their own active work. Mur- 
der trials, of course, offer the saltiest 
pieces, for they are the stuff of which 
front page stories are made. 

This man Veiller—Bayard Veiller— 
who wrote “The Trial of Mary Dugan,” 
is wise in the way of the world, of the 
theater and of human instincts. In 
his play at the Belasco he has stolen 
all the thunder of the police report- 
ers and of those who cover the courts— 
whipped up the appetite of the public. 
He has done this: Put on the stage 
an actual murder trial, admitted the 
general public where the generai pub- 
lic seldom has a chance to go—into 
the jury box—and unfolded before his 
auditors an absorbing story. It may 
be a sordid tale, and Mary Dugan's 
reputation may be dragged through the 
mud and the murk, but—— 


Looking back over the _ calendar, 
there are any number of celebrated 
murder cases that parallel this, but 


they were read of only in the news- 
papers—and though they were de- 
voured, word by word, they could not 
have been half so interesting to the 
reader as they must have been to the 
actual hearers; this, despite the fact 
that many long hours are worn away 
during court trials without sensation. 

Veiler, the playwright, has attended 
to all that. By deft practice of his art 
he has brought to the stage the con- 
stant clash and conflict between the 
district attorney and the lawyer for 
the defense, keeping it always at the 
boiling point; the searching of hearts, 
the flow of humor that naturally takes 
place, even in the most sober mo- 
ments of trial, and enough wealth of 
detail to keep the first page for a 
month. So, when the trial is ended 
and the verdict rendered, there is only 
one thought, in passing: An honest en- 
tertainment. 

There is always, in a case of this 
kind, that old question: Is this the 
original cast? In this one instance 
the answer is: It doesn’t have to be 
the original cast. Any old cast will 
do. It so happens, however, that the 
troupe playing the Belasco is admir- 
ably equipped to give measure. for 
measure; especially in the case of King 
Calder who, as the plaintiff's lawyer, 
defends his sister, Mary Dugan; Ivan

jorie Dalton as a distressed widow. 

Attending “The Trial of Mary Du- 
gan” is like attending the trial of al- 
most any other person haled before 
the bars of justice. Walking into the 
Belasco this week is more like going 
down to the criminal courts; for there 
is no stage curtain to deceive you— 
it never goes up and it never descends, 
At intermission, the court merely ad- 
journs. This ts realism for the realists, 
and a good job all around.

Lawson Robertson, coach of the 
University of Pennsylvania Track 
Team and an Olympic coach, voiced 
hearty disapproval of the resolution, 
declaring it would impose a handicap 
on all but distance runners and fall 
sports men. 


Robertson pointed out that such 
a rule would keep the college men 
from summer competition which, 
he declared, is the. ideal season 
for competitive sports.

Assistant State’s Attorney 
Slain After His Colleague 
Phoned, Says Gangster. 


ANOTHER INQUIRY IS SEEN 


Chicago, Nov. 18 (United Press) .-—In- 
vestigation of the murder of William 
H McSwiggin, young assistant State's 
attorney, more than two years ago, may 
be resumed by a coroner's jury Monday, 
when the case is due for another call 
by Coroner Oscar Wolff. 

McSvwriggin was riddled with machine- 
gun bullets by several gangsters who 
sped by a street corner in Cicero, where 
the prosecutor was standing. From time 
to time for the last two years the in- 
vestigation has been resumed but the 
murderers never have been caught. 

New evidence is reported to be in 
the hands of Coroner Wolff. He is said 
to have received a letter from a man 
in the State's attorney's office the day 
styles himself “a former member of the 
Egan Rats,” a St. Louis gang. 

The writer of the letter said he was 
in the State’s attorney’s affice the day . 
McSwiggin was killed and that an of- 
ficial presumably called a Cicero gang- 
ster and told him the assistant prose- 
cutor would be there in a short time. 
Later he heard that McSwiggin had been 
Killed in Cicero. 

The official, the gangster said, threat- 
ened him with “serious consequences” 
if he revealed the conversation to au- 
thorities. . 

The coroner's jury, composed of some 
of Chicago’s wealthiest men, is called 
the “millionaire jury.” It is headed by 
President Joseph Noel, of Noel’s Na- 
tional Bank. The jury hired private 
investigators at its own expense to 
gather evidence. 

A report current today was to the 
effect the jury would ask that their 
sessions be postponed until after De- 
cember 3, when new officials go into 
office in Cook County.

“It is possible these stations are not 
far enough apart,” Commissioner Cald- 
well said. “In some instances where 
we have separated by 1,000 miles, as 
we have WRC, a 500-watt station, and 
WHB a 1,000-watt station, the distance 
should have been 1.500 miles. We will 
have to look into this.”

Miller, 
of the Bartlett Hayworth Co., con- 
sulting engineers, of Baltimore and 
New York, reaching the peak with a 
claim for more than $34,000,000 as the 
“fair value” of the gas company. 

That figure, Miller insisted, was the 
minimum at which the commission 
should value the gas company for 
rate-making purposes. His valuation 
was approximately twice the /aluation 
now recognized by the commission 
and which serves as the basis for cur- 
rent gas rates. 


Bachman Witness for People. 


Byers McK. Bachman, chief 
countant of the commission, who 
been studying the books of the gas 
company for more than a year, is ex- 
pected to be the first commission wit- 
ness. when the hearings are resumed 
one week from today. Bachman is one 
of the principal figures on whom 
Ralph B. Fleharty, people's counsel, 
depends to tear holes in the claims 
made by the company experts. 

The historic value, or, in other and 
simpler terms, what the gas company 
actually paid for its property, equip- 
ment and the development of its busi- 
ness, will be the subject of Bachman’'s 
testimony and he is prepared to show 
an extraordinary difference between 
what it cost in dollars and cents to 
build the gas company and the repro- 
duction new value which the company 
claims. Bachman’s figures show that 
the company cost approximately $14.- 
000,000, or only about half the lowest 
amount claimed by any of its expert 
witnesses as its present “fair value.” 

Plans may be switched, and H. Carl 
Wo.f, consulting engineer employed by 
the commission to make an inventory 
and an appraisal of the reproduction 
cost of the company, may be called as 
the first witness next Monday.

Wolf's valuation was almost as high 
as that of Luqueer, whose high claims 
shocked observers when first introduc- 
ed in testimony, but his claims since 
made, by succeeding wit- 
to look as modest, almost, a6 
the company says they are. 

Wolf's valuation must be attacked in 
several particulars if Fleharty is to suc- 
ceed in getting on the record of the 
hearing a clear-cut case showing Lu- 
queer’s figures, which are the basis of 
the company’s claims, are in truth too 
exorbitant to be accepted. It is in deal- 
ing with intangibles that Wolf and Lu- 
queer clash, and it is nere that Fleharty 
is expected, through cross-examination, 
to center his effort to show the Lu- 
queer figures are unreasonable. 

William W. Bride, corporation coun- 
sel and general counsel of the commis- 
sion, is expected .to prove of material 
aid in the assault on the company’s 
high claims. Bride, it is announced, will 
conduct the direct examination of all 
commission witnesses. This will leave 
Fleharty free to attack any portion of 
the testimony of any of the witnesses 
through cross-examination and leave 
him free, too, in his arguments, for he 
will not be bound by the direct tesfi- 
mony of any witness.
